To  the  Mayor  and  Corporation  of  the  Borough  of  Newark- 


Sir,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  seventeenth  Annual  Report  on  the 
sanitary  circumstances,  health  and  vital  statistics  of  the  Borough  for 
the  year  1956. 

The  report  is  compiled  in  accordance  with  Ministry  of  Health 
Circular  19/56.  The  County  Medical  Officer  has  again  supplied  me 
with  information  on  the  personal  health  services  maintained  in  the 
Borough  by  the  County  Council  and  I  include  this  as  it  indicates  very 
valuable  services  for  the  health  and  well  being  of  the  population. 

In  the  introduction  to  my  last  report  I  mentioned  the  hope  that 
combined  immunisation  against  diphtheria  and  whooping  cough 
would  “boost”  the  number  of  immunisations.  This  has  in  fact  taken 
place  as  is  indicated  in  the  appropriate  section  of  the  report. 

Another  step  forward  in  preventive  medicine  was  the  introduction 
in  1956  of  vaccination  against  poliomyelitis.  Opportunity  was  given 
to  parents  of  children  born  between  1947  and  1954  to  apply  for  this. 
The  closing  date  was  31st  March  1956  and  on  that  date  219  applica¬ 
tions  had  been  received.  The  first  batch  of  vaccine  was  received  in 
May.  Due  to  no  vaccinations  taking  place  during  the  summer  months 
and  unavoidable  delay  in  delivery  of  vaccine  it  was  only  possible  to 
complete  the  veccination  of  39  children  before  the  end  of  the  year. 
Slow  but  improved  progress  has  taken  place  during  the  current  year. 

The  first  “Slum  Clearance”  Area  of  the  post  war  years  was  represent¬ 
ed  during  the  year  and  it  was  hoped  to  keep  steadily  forward  with  this 
somewhat  large  task.  Unfortunately,  owing  to  changes  in  the  Public 
Health  Inspectors  and  the  inability  to  fill  a  vacancy,  there  has  been  in 
1957  a  slowing  up  of  the  inspections  with  the  result  that  the  next  area 
will  not  be  represented  at  the  time  expected. 

In  addition  to  Clearance  Areas  there  are,  of  course,  unfit  houses  which 
cannot  be  considered  as  areas.  These  are  inspected  and  brought  for¬ 
ward  under  Section  II  of  the  Housing  Act,  1936  as  opportunity  arises. 
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During  the  year  improvements  were  carried  out  at  the  Slaughter¬ 
house  but  the  present  layout  leaves  much  to  be  desired.  Every  end¬ 
eavour  should  be  continued  to  obtain  permission  for  the  building  of  a 
Public  Abattoir.  The  arrangement  with  the  Butchers’  Association 
worked  smoothly  and  it  has  been  possible  to  cut  out  much  of  the 
overtime. 

Although  my  recording  of  thanks  appears  annually  they  are  none 
the  less  sincere  to  the  Members  of  the  Council,  the  Staff  of  other 
departments  and  the  Staff,  both  Corporation  and  County  Council 
employed  at  the  Friary,  for  their  help  and  co-operation  throughout 
the  year.

Whilst  the  laboratory  in  the  Department  remained  in  use  during 
the  year  the  only  work  carried  out  was  the  examination  of  eleven 
specimens  of  sputum  for  tubercle  bacilli  all  of  which  were  found  to 
be  negative. 
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Infectious  Disease 


143  notifications  of  infectious  disease  were  received  during  the  year 
which  is  the  lowest  number  since  1946. 

Measles 

11  cases  were  notified  during  1956  compared  with  the  record  figure 
of  584  notified  in  1955. 

Scarlet  Fever 

9  notifications  of  scarlet  fever  were  received  during  the  year  which 
is  the  lowest  number  on  record.  2  of  the  cases  were  admitted  to 
hospital. 

Pneumonia 

The  17  cases  of  pneumonia  notified  during  the  year  were  all  adults 
over  the  age  of  45  years. 

Poliomyelitis  (Infantile  Paralysis) 

The  case  of  Poliomyelitis  was  a  man  of  23  years  who  was  notified 
in  October,  admitted  to  hospital,  and  confirmed  as  a  paralytic  case. 
He  was  later  transferred  to  the  Harlow  Wood  Orthopaedic  Hospital. 

Poliomyelitis  vaccination  commenced  in  1956  for  children  registered 
before  the  31st  March,  1956.  The  number  registered  was  219  and  of 
these  39  received  a  complete  course  of  injections  with  4  receiving  the 
first  injection  only. 

Tuberculosis  (Pulmonary) 

16  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  notified  during  the  year 
compared  with  25  in  1955.  5  of  the  cases  were  in  hospital  at  the  time 

of  notification  whilst  4  were  admitted  to  hospital  within  one  month 
of  notification. 

Tuberculosis  (Non  Pulmonary) 

The  two  cases  of  tuberculosis  other  than  lung  disease  notified  during 
.  the  year  were  adults  with  the  site  of  infection  being  the  peritoneum 
and  the  kidneys  respectively.  Both  the  cases  were  in  hospital  at  the 
time  of  notification. 

Smallpox 

No  case  of  smallpox  was  notified  during  the  year. 

Vaccination  sessions  were  once  again  held  at  monthly  intervals  at 
the  Public  Health  Department  with  the  medical  officer  making  period¬ 
ical  visits  to  homes  where  it  was  inconvenient  for  the  mother  to  attend 
the  centre. 
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95  vaccinations  were  carried  out  by  the  department  during  the  year 
which  is  an  increase  of  7  compared  with  the  1955  figure. 

The  number  of  vaccination  record  cards  received  from  medical 
practitioners  during  1956  numbered  81  compared  with  97  in  1955. 


Diphtheria 

For  the  12th  year  there  has  been  no  notification  of  this  disease. 

Owing  to  the  use  of  combined  immunisation  i.e.  diphtheria  and 
whooping  cough,  there  were  only  41  children  of  the  older  age  groups 
given  primary  injections  solely  against  diphtheria.  There  are,  of 
course  many  children  who  did  not  originally  receive  combined  injec¬ 
tions  and  these  still  require  “boosting”  doses  against  diphtheria  only.

Whooping  Cough 

Of  the  78  notifications  received  during  the  year  77  were  in  respect 
of  children  under  10  years  of  age.  One  of  the  cases  was  admitted  to 
hospital. 

The  notifications  were  all  received  during  the  first  eight  months  of 
the  year.  Has  this  any  bearing  on  the  fact  that  1956  was  the  first  full 
year  of  immunisation  against  this  disease  to  be  undertaken  under  the 
County  Council  scheme?  The  complete  lack  of  notifications  in  1957 
up  to  the  time  of  writing  suggests  confirmation.

The  primary  immunisation  figures  for  diphtheria  and  whooping 
cough  must  be  considered  together  and  indicate  for  diphtheria  an 
increase  of  80  over  last  year  -  a  move  in  the  right  direction. 
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Dysentery 

3  cases  of  Sonne  Dysentery  were  notified  during  the  year,  all  being 
from  the  same  family.  The  cases  were  notified  during  the  latter  part 
of  June  and  early  July  and  it  was  not  until  the  middle  of  September 
that  all  the  cases  were  clear. 

In  connection  with  this  outbreak  44  specimens  were  taken  and  sent 
to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Lincoln  for  examination. 

Hospital  Treatment 

Only  4  cases  of  infectious  disease  were  admitted  to  hospital  during 
the  year  : — 

Anterior  Poliomyelitis  1 

Scarlet  Fever  2 

Whooping  Cough  1 

The  scarlet  fever  cases  were  admitted  solely  because  of  unsuitable 
home  conditions  and  the  whooping  cough  case  on  account  of  compli¬ 
cations. 


Clean  Food  Campaign 

Routine  visits  to  food  premises  continued.  At  these  visits  advice 
and  if  necessary,  instructions  were  given  on  the  hygienic  handling  of 
food  and  the  necessary  cleansing  of  premises  and  equipment. 

The  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  1955  came  into  operation  in  1956 
and  laid  down  definite  requirements  for  premises,  equipment,  and 
staff  in  dealing  with  food.  It  was  necessary  for  the  Public  Health 
Inspectors  to  visit  all  food  premises  and  advise  the  occupier  of  what 
must  be  done  to  comply  with  the  Regulations.  This  occupied  a 
considerable  amount  of  time  as  follow  up  visits  were  required  to  see 
that  alterations  etc.  were  being  satisfactorily  carried  out. 

In  order  that  holders  of  food  stalls  in  the  market,  should  have  neces¬ 
sary  washing  facilities  the  Council  agreed  to  issue  free  passes  for  the 
new  Conveniences  in  Chain  Lane  which  connects  with  the  Market 
Hall.  This  has  helped  but  as  several  stalls  are  at  some  distance  it 
would  be  adviseable  to  bring  these  together  at  the  Town  Hall  end 
and  the  fish  stalls  should  be  in  the  Market  Hall  itself. 

Water  Supply 

The  water  supply  which  is  obtained  from  the  Bunter  Sandstone  at 
Farnsfield  and  Clay  Lane,  was  satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity. 
Both  supplies  are  chlorinated. 

During  the  year,  660  yards  of  new  mains  were  laid  on  the  Hawton 
Road  housing  estate.

Rodent  Infestation 

The  method  of  dealing  with  rat  and  mice  infestation  continued  to 
be  by  “block”  system  for  dwelling  houses  and  business  premises.  All 
complaints  of  infestation  were  investigated  and  special  treatments 
were  given  where  necessary.  Regular  sewer  treatments  were  also 
carried  out  during  the  year.

Association,  which  serves,  in  addition  to  the  Newark  Borough,  the 
parishes  of  Winthorpe,  Coddington,  Barnby-in-the-Willows  and 
Farndon,  in  the  Newark  Rural  District. 


Home  Help  Service 

Home  Helps  are  provided  by  the  County  Council  and  are  available 
where  domestic  help  is  required  owing  to  the  presence  of  any  person 
who  is  ill,  lying-in,  an  expectant  mother,  mentally  defective,  aged,  or 
a  child  not  over  compulsory  school  age. 

In  maternity  cases  a  Home  Help  attends  daily  for  two  weeks  from 
the  birth  of  the  baby,  excluding  Saturday  afternoon  and  Sunday,  and 
her  duties  include  the  ordinary  domestic  work  such  as  cleaning, 
cooking,  washing,  care  of  children,  mending  and  shopping. 

In  general  cases  of  sickness  or  when  assisting  in  the  households  of 
old  or  infirm  people  Home  Helps  undertake  such  of  the  above  duties 
as  may  be  necessary.  Part-time  help  can  be  arranged. 

The  charge  for  the  service  is  3s.  Od.  per  hour,  but  where  the 
applicant  is  unable  to  afford  this  amount,  the  County  Council’s  Scale 
of  Assistance  is  applied. 

Cases  in  need  of  help  should  be  reported  to  the  District  Office  at 
the  Town  Hall,  Newark,  Telephone  Number,  Newark  369.

Housing  and  Public  Health  Administration 

The  end  of  the  year  saw  the  clearance  of  the  first  group  of  ho  uses 
to  be  dealt  with,  and  although  the  number  was  comparatively  small  (26) 
the  next  area  to  be  dealt  with  in  this  manner  is  already  well  in  hand. 
Inspections  are  being  made  in  preparation  for  the  third  area  in  this 
programme,  thus  maintaining  some  continuity  and  making  steady 
progress  to  the  ultimate  goal,  the  clearance  of  the  substandard  living 
accommodation  in  the  town. 

Mention  must  be  made  of  the  fact  that  there  are,  included  in  the 
total  figures  of  substandard  houses  to  be  dealt  with,  quite  a  number 
which  necessitate  clearance,  but  which  are  so  sited  as  to  render  the 
cleared  sites  virtually  useless  for  re-development  purposes.  It  is  to  be 
hoped  that  concurrently  with  the  re-development  programme  it  will 
be  possible  to  deal  with  these  properties,  and  provide  housing  accom¬ 
modation  for  the  occupants  that  is  more  in  keeping  with  20th  Century 
standards.  It  is  rather  strange  that  in  these  days  of  rapid  technical 
progress  people  can  watch  on  a  television  screen  events  taking  place 
hundreds  of  miles  away  sometimes  beyond  the  sea,  but  on  Monday 
morning,  water  for  the  modern  washing  machine  must  be  carried  50 
yards  or  more  from  a  communal  supply. 

A  somewhat  unusual  aspect  of  the  housing  problem  faces  the  Coun¬ 
cil  in  that  there  are  quite  a  number  of  caravans  within  the  town  limits. 
Some  of  these  are  very  good  indeed  but  others  are  not  so  good,  and 
one  feels  that  this  problem  should  be  faced  and  controlled  before  very 
long.  As  a  means  of  spending  a  holiday,  a  caravan  may  be  ideal,  but 
as  a  home  in  which  to  bring  up  a  family  it  has  many  short-comings, 
not  the  least  of  which  is  overcrowding. 
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No  trouble  has  been  experienced  in  connection  with  nuisance  from 
smoke  from  the  various  industries  in  the  town. 

Whilst  the  number  of  complaints  fell  slightly  (from  427  to  367)  the 
number  of  informal  notices  served  increased' from  151  to  245,  the 
majority  being  complied  with  by  the  end  of  the  year.  Owners,  build¬ 
ers  and  contractors  have  generally  been  co-operative  in  spite  of  rising 
costs  and  pressure  of  new  building  work. 

Food  Administration 

The  town’s  milk  supply  continues  to  maintain  a  high  standard  of 
purity,  as  indicated  by  the  prescribed  tests  and  out  of  65  samples 
submitted  during  the  year  only  3  were  found  to  be  unsatisfactory. 

Regulations  requiring  a  higher  standard  of  hygiene  in  food  premises 
came  into  operation  during  1956,  and  visits  to  premises  commenced 
during  the  latter  half  of  the  year.  These  inspections  have  again  re¬ 
vealed  the  difficulties  with  which  many  businesses  have  to  contend 
due  to  small  cramped  premises,  the  result  of  planning  -  or  the  lack  of 
it  -  in  years  gone  by.  It  is,  however,  satisfying  to  note  that  the  major¬ 
ity  of  people  affected  by  this  legislation  have  proved  very  co-operative, 
and  we  look  forward  to  the  next  year’s  progress  in  this  particular  field. 

The  group  of  slaughterhouses  operated  by  the  Newark  Butchers 
Association  continues  to  provide  the  majority  of  the  fresh  meat  consu¬ 
med  in  the  Borough.  The  total  number  of  animals  slaughtered  11,681,  is 
is  a  considerable  increase  on  the  previous  year  10,323,  and  further 
more  this  increase  is  in  the  number  of  prime  animals  slaughtered,  the 
number  of  cows,  boars  and  sows  slaughtered  being  again  reduced. 

Regarding  the  slaughterhouse  itself  as  a  whole,  there  are  still  a  great 
many  difficulties  to  be  overcome  and  new  or  replanned  and  reconstruct¬ 
ed  premises  would  make  what  is  at  present  a  difficult  task  into  a  pleas¬ 
anter,  more  streamlined,  and  certainly  more  efficient  undertaking,  and 
one  ventures  to  express  the  hope  that  the  Council  and  the  Butchers 
Association  will  keep  in  the  forefront  of  their  minds  the  need  for 
modern  well  equipped  premises  for  the  supply  of  a  wholesome  and 
important  article  of  food  produced  under  the  most  hygienic  conditions. 

\X  e  look  forward  therefore  to  another  year  of  progress  in  these 
particular  branches  of  our  work.  Over  one  year  it  is  often  felt  that 
progress  is  somewhat  slow,  but  Public  Health  work  is  by  its  nature 
a  continuous  project,  and  it  is  only  over  a  period  of  time  that  one  can 
look  back  and,  as  it  were,  trace  one’s  footsteps,  faint  perhaps  occasion¬ 
ally  through  discouragement  and  shaken  enthusiasm,  but,  fortunately, 
not  completely  obliterated.

Sir,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  seventeenth  Annual  Report  on  the 
sanitary  circumstances,  health  and  vital  statistics  for  the  year  1956. 

The  report  is  as  usual  compiled  in  accordance  with  the  Ministry  of 
Health  Circular  19/56  and  I  am  grateful  to  the  County  Medical  Officer 
for  his  kindness  in  letting  me  include  information  on  the  personal 
health  service  carried  out  in  the  District  and  maintained  by  the  County 
Council. 

There  was  nothing  exceptional  in  the  health  of  the  population  but 
two  services  in  connection  with  prevention  of  infectious  diseases  are 
worthy  of  note.  The  year  1956  was  the  first  full  year  of  combined 
immunisation  against  diphtheria  and  whooping  cough  and  although 
the  response  was  fairly  good  it  should  have  been  better.  The  number 
of  cases  of  whooping  cough  fell  to  84  which  was  considerably  below 
the  numbers  for  the  previous  three  years. 

The  second  service  which  commenced  in  1956  was  vaccination 
against  poliomyelitis.  Unfortunately  the  amount  of  vaccine  available 
does  not  allow  rapid  progress.  Registration  for  vaccination  was  con¬ 
fined  to  children  born  between  1947  and  1954.  327  names  were 

registered  and  at  the  time  of  writing  we  have  not  yet  been  able  to  deal 
with  more  than  60%  of  these.  Children  born  in  1955  and  1956  have 
been  registered  during  the  current  year. 

The  report  of  the  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector  which  is  appended 
indicates  a  year  of  good  plodding  work  with  very  little  startling  results . 
It  is  when  this  somewhat  monotonous  routine  work  is  not  carried  out 
efficiently  that  trouble  starts.  We  have  been  fortunate  in  being  able 
to  keep  the  staff  up  to  establishment  when  many  authorities  are  very 
depleted. 

I  wish  to  record,  my  thanks  to  the  members  of  the  Council  for  their 
support  throughout  the  year,  to  the  staff  of  other  departments  for  their 
co-operation  and  finally  to  the  staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department 
for  their  help  in  the  smooth  working  of  the  services.

Water  Supply 

All  the  fifty  five  parishes  in  the  Rural  District  are  supplied  with  a 
good  and  wholesome  supply  of  piped  water.  There  are  13,387 
rateable  dwellings  in  the  District  and  approximately  12,697  have  a 
piped  supply. 

All  the  public  supplies  are  chlorinated  and  none  are  liable  to  have 
plumbo  solvent  action. 

The  number  of  houses  connected  to  the  Council’s  main  supply 
during  the  year  was  169. 

During  the  year,  water  mains  were  extended  at  Portland  Row, 
Edwinstowe,  Housing  Sites:  Bilsthorpe  and  Edwinstowe,  Hagg  Lane, 
Epperstone,  and  Alder  Grove,  New  Ollerton.

Towards  the  end  of  the  year,  eight  samples  were  taken  and  submitted 
to  the  Analyst,  in  accordance  with  Ministry  requirements,  with  regard 
to  Fluorine  content. 
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Drainage  and  Sewerage 

During  the  year,  a  new  sewage  disposal  works  was  put  into  opera¬ 
tion  at  Averham,  sewer  dykes  at  Eakring  were  piped  in,  surface  water 
overflows  were  installed  at  Halam  and  Ollerton,  and  sludge  beds  at 
Edwinstowe. 

The  Council  empty  each  cesspool  in  the  parish  of  Blidworth  once 
a  year  or  on  request  (whichever  is  the  less  frequent).  During  1956, 
200  emptyings  were  made  by  a  Contractor.

The  new  Karrier  Dual  Tip  diesel  engined  vehicle  was  delivered  in 
April,  this  has  a  load  capacity  of  18  cu.  yards,  the  older  type  of  vehicle 
operated  by  the  Council  can  carry  10  cu.  yards.  The  new  diesel 
engined  vehicle  is  proving  very  economical  on  fuel,  its  average  miles 
to  each  gallon  of  fuel  (over  a  period  of  9  months)  is  14.4  miles,  whereas 
the  very  best  that  can  be  obtained  from  the  Karriers  CK3s  with  petrol 
engines  is  no  more  than  eight  miles  to  the  gallon  on  a  similar  run.  It 
is  of  course  to  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  cost  of  a  vehicle  with  diesel 
engine  is  considerably  more  than  that  for  a  petrol  engined  vehicle. 

The  new  vehicle  was  put  into  operation  to  collect  dry  refuse  in  two 
of  the  Trent  side  areas.  Night  soil  collection,  made  weekly,  is  carried 
out  with  a  Karrier  CK3  carrying  a  tank,  in  these  two  areas.  It  was 
the  practice  for  each  team  to  collect  dry  refuse  and  night  soil  in  their 
own  areas.  This  rearrangement  has  resulted  in  more  productive 
working  time. 

Suitable  labour  to  fill  all  vacancies  is  still  difficult  to  obtain,  particu¬ 
larly  when  the  vacancies  occur  at  the  Blidworth  or  Ollerton  depots. 
It  is  due  to  these  shortages  and  the  continuous  growth  of  the  Rural 
District  that  a  considerable  amount  of  overtime  has  had  to  be  worked. 

Improvements  to  Closet  Accommodation 

A  total  of  19  pail  closets  was  converted  into  water  closets. 

Until  November  a  grant  of  £ 6  10s.  Od.  or  half  the  cost,  whichever 
was  the  less  was  paid,  this  has  now  been  increased  to  £10  Os.  Od.  per 
conversion  or  half  the  cost. 

Infectious  Disease 

During  the  year  83  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  were  visited  and 
investigated,  advice  given  and  disinfectant  supplied.  Following  re¬ 
moval  to  hospital  or  recovery,  rooms  were  fumigated.

Sir,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  seventeenth  Annual  Report  on 
the  sanitary  circumstances,  health  and  vital  statistics  of  the  District 
for  the  year  1956. 

The  report  has  been  compiled  in  accordance  with  Circular  19/56  of 
the  Alinistry  of  Health  and  in  addition  information  is  included  on  the 
personal  health  services  maintained  by  the  County  Council.  For  this 
information  I  wish  to  thank  the  County  Medical  Officer  as  it  is  of 
interest  to  Members  of  the  Council. 

There  was  no  exception  to  the  good  general  health  of  the  population 
and  no  cases  of  poliomyelitis  or  diphtheria  occurred.  Combined 
immunisation  against  diphtheria  and  whooping  cough  had  its  first 
complete  year  and  vaccination  against  poliomyelitis  was  commenced. 
Registrations  for  children  born  between  1947  and  1954  were  completed 
on  the  31st  March  and  injections  were  carried  out  as  and  when  vaccine 
became  available.  It  was  surprising  that  the  number  of  applications 
was  so  small,  only  148.  The  letters  and  telephone  calls  received  indi¬ 
cated  the  urgent  desire  of  some  parents  to  have  vaccination  carried 
out  but  many  made  no  effort  to  obtain  application  forms.  At  the 
time  of  writing  we  have  almost  completed  these  vaccinations  and 
children  born  in  1955  and  1956  have  been  registered.  Again  only 
50%  of  parents  have  applied. 

I  would  place  on  record  my  appreciation  of  the  support  of  the 
Council  in  the  work  of  the  Public  Health  Department  and  my  thanks 
to  Mr.  Winter  and  Mr.  Taylor  for  their  ever  ready  help  throughout 
the  year.

Scarlet  Fever 

9  cases  of  scarlet  fever  were  notified  during  the  year,  compared  with 
3  in  1955.  7  were  in  the  age  group  5  to  10  years.  One  of  the  cases 

was  admitted  to  hospital. 
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Smallpox 

No  case  of  smallpox  occurred  in  the  district.  The  number  of  vac¬ 
cinations  carried  out  by  the  Public  Health  Department  was  56  com¬ 
pared  with  51  in  1955  whilst  44  record  cards  were  received  from 
General  Practitioners  compared  with  43  in  1955. 

Dysentery 

6  cases  of  dysentery  were  notified  during  the  year  compared  with  2 
in  1955.  Although  investigations  were  carried  out  in  each  case  it  was 
not  possible  to  trace  the  source  of  infection. 

Poliomyelitis  (Infantile  Paralysis) 

No  notification  was  received  during  the  year. 

Poliomyelitis  vaccination  commenced  in  1956  for  children  registered 
before  the  31st  March,  1956.  148  children  were  registered  and  of 

these  20  received  a  complete  course  of  injections  with  1  receiving  the 
first  injection  only. 

Tuberculosis 

Pulmonary  —  4  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  notified  dur¬ 
ing  the  year,  the  same  number  as  for  1955.  3  were  in  the  age  group 

45  -  65  years. 

Non-Pulmonary  —  1  case  of  tuberculosis  other  than  lung  disease 
was  notified  compared  with  3  in  1955.  This  was  a  girl  of  5  years 
with  the  site  of  infection  being  cervical  glands. 

Pneumonia 

There  were  3  cases  of  pneumonia  notified  during  the  year  compared 
with  4  in  1955. 

Diphtheria
